some  doaen  roles,  singing  the  varl» 


to  many  features  of  contemporary  school  life 
which  were  unknown  In  their  time.  The  history 
of  education  Is  a  record  of  the  changes  which 
have  taken  place  not  only  in  .subject-matter  but 
also  in  methods  of  instruction,  in  the  character 
and  quality  of  the  discipline,  and  in  the  moral 
tone  and  atmosphere  in  which  the  activities  of 
the  school  are  carried  on.  In  observing  and  con- 
sidering this  record  of  progress,  It  U  but  natural 
to  ask  the  question.  What,  are  the  forces  which 
produce  these  changes  and  hoi  ahd  where  do 
they  operate? 

To  this  riuiuirv.  ai  !  it  Is  obvlously  a  highly 
Important  one,  two  different  and  opposing  an- 
swers hare  been  given.  OAe  answer  Is  that  edu- 
cational changes  when  they  occur  are  due  to 
forces  operating  within  the  schonlrnom  This 
theory  affirms  that  In  view  of  his  intimate  ac- 
quaintance with  the  subject-matter  of  the  school 
.programme,  his  expert  professional  knowledge 
of  the  way  in  which  the  learner  s  mind  works, 
his  practical  experience  with  and  Intensive  study 
of  scientific  methods  of  Instruction  and  dl.sclp- 
llne,  his  considered  Judgment  as  to  the  true  aim 
and  purpose  of  the  whole  educational  process, 
the  educator  can  safely  and  connrirntly  be  rellod 
upon  to  introduce  the  necessary  changes  in  the 
school  programme  from  time  to  time.  In  other 
words,  this  theory  holds  that  the  educational 
policy  to  be  followed  in  any  system  of  schools  is 
.to4M-detffmlned  by  the  authority  of  those  pro- 
fessional experts  who  have  made  a  life  study  of 
the  history,  philosophy  and  art  of  education  and 
have  estaMMied'  a  Teputatton  for  competence 
thrrrln.  Supjjprters  of  this  theory  point  out 
that  as  It  Is  the  business  of  the  physician  to 
employ  his  solentiflc  knowledge  and  skill  in  pro- 
moting the  bodily  health  of  his  fellow  menj  so  It 
Is  the  proper  and  natural  function  of  the  pdu- 
cstor  to  frame  programmes  of  study,  alter  them 
when  nr(  rss.iiy,  and  generally  direct  educational 
policy.  We  do  not  consult  physicians  conccrnlixg 
the  building  of  bridges,  nor  professional  soldiers 
about  the  problems  of  agriculture^  Engineers 
know  how  bridges  are  built,  the  farmer'  has 
practical  knowledge  and  akili  ia .raiting,  cropa, 
aMl-  the  organization  of  schools  and  school  pro- 
grammes and  the  construction  of  .school  policy 
should  belong  naturally  to  the  members  of  the 
scholastic  profession. 

The  other  tlu  ory,  which  stand.^  out  In,  uncom- 
proniising  opposition  to  all  this,  is  that  changes, 
when  they- take  place  In  our  educational  pro- 
granrarer,  are  due  not  to  scholastic  influences 
operating  within  the  school,  but  to  .social  and 
e^bhoniic  for(?M  Over  tlieee-externai  forces  the 
schoolmaster,  as  such,  hfs  no  eontiirf. — 
view  the  school  programmes  have  grown  in 
response  to  social  needs,  to  demands  nta^e  by  the 
public,  and.  Indeed,  ki  many  Instaneetdtoi^ttre 
fare  of  opposition  offered  by  the  educatlnini 
authorities  themselves.  Young  people  can  easily 
verify  this  by  consulting  books  on  the  history  of 
education,  and  older  people  can  consult  their 
own  recoUecUon  of  the  public  agiutlon  in  favor 
of  osftaln  "new"  subjfcts,  manual  training, 
household  science  and  art,  business  courses, 
civics,  economics  and  the  like.  These  were  In-
